GELATIN GIVES 


SIMPLE. ‘FOODS 
BEAUTY OF DESIGN 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD

S summer enters the home 
A stretet. weather - weary 
cooks are “just plain tired” 
of planning menus that are nu- 
tritious but light enough to be 
appealing in the tag “énd days 
of August. What better way to 
give humdrum dishes a fresh 
look than to mold them into at- 
tractive shapes? Even the most 
familiar foods appear refresh- 
ing when wrapped in a shim- 
mering gelatin covering. 

If collecting kitchen molds is 
one of your hobbies, now is the 
time to put them to good use. 
Salads, desserts and main dishes 
all become distinctive when 
shaped prettily. If you don't 
have any fancy molds simply 
use a ring mold, a square or 
loaf pan, or even the trays from 
your refrigerator or an empty 
coffee can. Whatever form you 
may choose, gelatin can give 
beauty of design to everything 
from soup to dessert. 

The various terms used to 
describe dishes made with a 
gelatin base frequently are con- 
fusing to homemakers. Just to 
set the record straight, here 
are the definitions of several 
basic types: 

Spanish Cream: An egg yolk 
and milk soft custard with the 
addition of beaten egg white 
and with gelatin creating “en 
airiness of texture. 

Charlotte: A gelatin and liq- 
uid (milk or fruit juice) base 
with the addition of whipped 
cream. No eggs are used. The 
dessert usually is enclosed in 
or trimmed with cake. 

Mousse: A rich, refrigerated

Partly to avoid political re- 
percussions from the Soviet 
Union and in Wést Germany, 
where national elections are 
scheduled to be held in Sep- 
tember, there has been very 
little publicity about the ma- 
neuyers to date.

Artificial Inflation 


To the Editor of the Pos}- Dispatch : 

Walter Reuther, the dynamic head 
of the United Automobile Workers, 
has made a sound attack on inflation 
by his recent request to the three 
big automobile companies to reduce 
car prices by an average of $100 a 
car, with an accompanying promise, 
indorsed by the union’s executive 
board, that the union will then keep 
its wage demands within the ca- 
pacity of the companies to pay. 

Our current inflation is due to 
the increase in “administered 
by big industrial concerns whose 
size gives them enormous economic 
power. Ordinarily prices should and 
would go up when consumers’ de- 
mand is so strong that the output 
of the industry at full capacity is 
unable to meet the demand. 

But industries in which there is 
great concentration of control have 
been raising prices even though con- 
sumers did not buy the full capacity 
output at the lower prices. That 
was true, for example, of the recent 
increase in the price of steel. 

In automobile manufacturing, the 
“Big Three” companies have sold 
fn the first half of the current year 
far less than half the cars they sold 
in 1955, and substantially less than 
half the number they had expected 
to sell this year. 

Yet they were apparently plan- 
ning another increase in the price 
for the new models, at least before 
they got Mr. Reuther’s letter. As 
Reuther truly says, if they reduce 
prices, they may be able to sell a 
million more cars, so that their prof- 
its will not necessarily suffer if they 
do what the union urges, namely, 
reduce their prices. 

The proposal of Mr. Reuther and 
the UAW is clear proof that the re- 
sponsible and decent leaders of or- 
ganized labor have the interests of 
the whole country at heart.

Whatever is a¢complished 
will be useful in itself. The major areas in 
which substantia) change is indicated are: 

1, Metropolitan Government. Given the’ re- 
strictions,of the Missouri Constitution and stat- 
utes, it was inevitable that the Survey would 
recommend the creation of a new metropolitan 


. district to handle certain governmental services 


common to St. Louis and St. Louis county. The 
new district would absorb the existing Metro- 
politan St. Louis Sewer District and assume re- 
sponsibility for such obvious area-wide services 
as transit, traffic, planning, civil defense, public 
works (roads), economic development and prop- 
erty assessment. 

Under the State Constitution the complete 
planning for such a district is the function of a 
19-member, city-county Board of Freeholders. 
When such a board is brought into being, the 
Survey's detailed suggestions for running a 
metropolitan government will be very useful, 
although, of course, not binding. Public hear- 


- ings undoubtedly would be held by the free- 


holders, and the people themselves would have 
an opportunity to express their needs.

At the moment, the City-County Co-ordinating 
Committee is standing in the wings with the 
petitions that could force such a freeholder 
board into being. Several times in the last year 
the committee has held off filing its petitions.

2. The County Municipalities. Here the Survey 
recommends certain statutory and constitutional 
changes that would permit of improved county- 


wide police, health and fire-prevention pro- 


grams, and that would encourage disincorpora- 
tion or consolidation of financially weak towns 
and villages. 

Under such an arrangement the county level 
of government probably would provide certain 
minimum municipal services not only to its un- 
incorporated areas but to the smaller communi- 
ties as well. The financing would come from 
the pockets of all county taxpayers, as it doeg 
now, but municipalities supplying their own 
services at the minimum level or above would 
get refunds, which they do not now receive. This 
would be a substantial step toward equity.

The Sur- 
vey noted, however, that defeat of the proposed 
Charter leaves the city faced with many prob- 
lems of reorganization. That is putting it mildly. 

The Survey did examine the problem of the

ture, and certainly Mayor Tucker should take 
the lead for such legislation.

Senator Neuberger of Oregon says the 7-to-6 
vote of the Senate Public Works Committee kill- 
ing the billboard control bill was a “victory for 
ugliness,” and there is no better; description.

When Boys Were Boys 
WHERE DID YOU GO? OUT, WHAT 

DID YOU DO? NOTHING! by Robert 

Paul Smith. (Norton, 124 pgs., $2.95.) 

A book on children, by one in his 
early forties, this never quite lives up 
to the expectation exeited by the sv- 
perb title and excellent cover design 
by James Spanfeller. “How it was 
when you were a kid, and how things 
have deteriorated since,” says Author 
Smith, who wrote the Broadway play, 
“The Tender Trap.” 

Mr. Smith maintains that children of 
today’s dial-happy, cellophane civiliza- 
tion lack the imagination, energy and 
all-around American boyhoodishness 
native to the mumbly-peg conscious, 
high metabolized monsters of an 
earlier era. This is, of course, an echo 
of the oh-this-younger-generation com- 
plaint, but this time on a different 
note, and consequently somewhat more 
interesting and probably far more true 
than the opposite school of thought.

NEW YORK (INS) Aug. 26. 

HE kids were really having 
T: ball as they bounced 

around the Kentucky coun- 
tryside in their jalopy. Play- 
fully wrestling over the steer- 
ing wheel, turning corners on 
two screaming wheels, they 
were putting some life into 
what otherwise would have 
been a pretty boring Sunday 
afternoon. 

The car was an ancient 
“heap” of 1941 vintage, but it 
was good for plenty of laughs, 
what with the brakes barely 
holding and the tires ready to 
go. 
Suddenly, one of them went. 
But the jalopy wobbled on. Not 
even the blinking red lights at 
_* railroad crossing could stop 


The freight train was doing 


‘50 when it smashed into the car, 


which burst into flames. Three 
of the youngsters were tossed 
to their death. The others were 
trapped in the fiery wreckage 
as it was dragged half a mile 
down the tracks. 

There were eight victims, 
five boys and three girls. The 
youngest was 12. The oldest 
was 17. 

Elsewhere in America that 
same pretty boring Sunday 
afternoon in the summer of 
1957, a 16-year-old boy was 
challenging his father to come 
up with one good reason, just 
one, why he shouldn't be al- 
lowed to drive the family car, 
or, better still, get one .of his 
own. 

The crash in Kentucky might 
have given dad eight good rea- 
sons. But his son could offer 
in rebuttal the thousands of 
youngsters who check their 
brakes and tires, obey speed 
laws, signal at turns, stop at 
lights—and live! 

Are teen-agers really men- 
aces to themselves and others 
when they climb behind the 
wheel], or are a series of isolated 
incidents being woven together 
into a blanket indictment? 

Statistically,, there is. no 
definite answer to this gestion. 
Since no nationwide records 
are kept of exactly how many 
youngsters are driving or how 
many miles they travel, it is 
impossible to say what propor- 
tion of all young automobile 
operators get into trouble, or 
how often. 

According to the National 
Safety Council,‘the closest any- 
one has. come to producing 
some meaningful figures is a 
survey Iowa State College. con- 
ducted within the past few years 
of male drivers in Iowa. 

This survey showed there 
were 1.5 accidents for every 
100,000 miles driven by those 
16 to 21 years of age, com- 
pared with only 1.0 accidents 
for those 22 to 27; 0.7 in the 
28-47 age group and 0.6 in the 


category. 
Using as a basis the number 
of drivers in each age group, 
though, the survey. found that 
19 to 29 were the most dan- 
gerous years. Insurance firms, 
however, are convinced that

When They Get Behind the Wheel of Automobile. 


are involved in 27.6 per cent 
of all fatal accidents—as well 
as 20.8 per cent of all non-fatal 
crashes. 

Whether American youth is 
to blame for a disproportionate 
share of auto mishaps, there is 
no question, as the National 
Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers points out, that “motor ve- 
hicle accidents are still the 
leading cause of death among 
teen-agers.” 

What do the youngsters them- 
selves say about charges that 
they are likely to drive them- 
selves, their passengers and 
motorists. to the cemetery? 

Pat Sanderson, a 17-year-old 
girl from Mechanicsburg, Pa., 
says that “the majority of 
teen-agers are careful drivers,” 
explaining: “They have to be 
because usually they drive their 
parents’ car.” 

. * * 

UT Jeff Burton, 15, of Salt 
Piste City, says: “I don’t 

think most kids are as care- 
ful as their parents—they want 
to show off.” 

To which John Dillion, 17, 
of Philadelphia, replies: “‘Most 
teen-agers are reckless drivers 
because they see their parents 
speed so they think they can 
do it too.” ) 

David Fischer, 18, of Los 
Angeles, believes teen-agers are 
“more careful” than older driv- 
ers when they're in the car by 
themselves, “but they are less 
careful when there is a group 
of them.” 

Most of the youngsters agree 
on one point: Teen-agers have 
the physical equipment — the 
reflexes, the eyesight, and so 
on—to become superior drivers; 
but too many lack the mental 
equipment to make the most of 
this God-given advantage. 

It is, in other words, a matter 
of maturity, which brings up 
the question of when a young- 
ster should be allowed to drive. 

Even the 48 states don’t agree 
on this one. South Carolina and 
Texas hand out licenses to 14- 
year-olds; Nebraska makes them 
wait until they’re 20, 

Thirty-six states (including 
Missouri) and the District of 
Columbia figure that 16 is right, 
while Indiana has fixed on the 


age of 16 years and one month. 


The minimum 
Louisiana, Maine, Minnesota, 
Mississippi, Montana, South 
Dakota, Virginia and Washing- 
ton. It’s 17 in New Jersey and 
18 in New York. 


Teen-agers and parents have 
their own ideas. “As long as 
you can sit behind the wheel, I 
guess you're old enough to 
drive,” says W. Alf Smith, 19, 
of Atlanta, “The minimum 
driving age should be 21,” de- 
clares James Cushing, 17, of 
Omaha. 

A parent in Phoenix, Ariz., 
George McClanathan, believes 
the minimum age “could be as 
low as 14,” but only as long as 
there is “total parental super- 
vision.” 

But just as most states be- 
lieve 16 is the proper minimum 
age for new drivers, so do most 
youngsters, their fathers and 
mothers. 

Whether a juvenile is mature 
enough at that age to have sev- 
eral hundred horsepower at his 
disposal is another question, de- 
pending on the teen-ager him- 
self. But, to the average boy or 
girl, being allowed to take the 
car out alone is,in itself a sign 
of growing up. 

Arthur L. Rautman and his 
wife, Emily, clinical psycholo- 
gists at the University of New 
-Mexico, write: 


“In modern America, the per- 
mission to drive, without super- 
vision, our great symbdl of 
technological progress—the au- 
tomobile—has come to be the 
one sign of maturity which, in 
the eyes of the adolescent, su- 
persedes all others.” 


When a teen-ager should be 
allowed to drive is only part of 
the vexing problem facing par- 
ents and all who strive to make 
the highways safe. Who should 
teach them to drive is another 
vital question. 

“No!” says 
Prof. Amos E. Neyhart, con- 
sultant on road training for the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion and administrative head of 
the Institute of Public Safety at 
Pennsylvania State College.

Fix It Yourself

Rubber Latex Paints. 


OST everyone who does 

Mew painting has a 

favorite kind of paint and 

a rather new one that is becom- 

ing very popular is the rubber 
latex base variety. 


These paints are pleasant to 
use because they don’t have 
much odor to them. They are 
easy to apply with a brush or a 
roller and they dry in a very 
short time. They are washable 
when they have become “cured” 
but this takes up to 30 days so 
don’t use them in areas where 
they might become splattered 
with water before they have 
become cured. 


Rubber latex base paints are 
water-thinned and this means 
that you should only use water 
for thinning—never turpentine 
or linseed oil. When using them 
on iron or steel, first coat the 
metal with a metal primer. If 
you don't, the water in the 
paints will cause rusting under 
the paint film. On new wood 


dry you can apply the finish 
coats of latex paints. If you 
apply the water thinned paint

to the exposed wood there is a 
chance of the wood warping. 


Another thing to be careful 
about with these paints is not to 
use colors-in-oil for mixing. 
These won't blend with the rub- 
ber paint and you'll end up 
with a horrible mess. 

Brushes and rollers used with 
this kind of paint can be cleaned 
easily in water—you don’t need 
any other solvent. 

A great advantage to these 
paints is that when they are dry 
the paint film is non-porous 
and this makes it an excellent 
vapor barrier to prevent the 
damp air in certain rooms of 
the house such as the kitchen, 
from flowing through the walls 
and causing the paint on the 
outside to peel.

In the 
1936-37 school year, it trained 
450 .young drivers. In the 
1955-56 school year, 10,280 of 
the nation’s 19,886 public 
high schools—or 51.7 per cent 
—were teaching 923,830 of the 
nation’s high school students— 
or 55.9 per cent—how to drive.

Noaina-tne-wheet training, but 
all are learning at least the 
fundamentals of good driving 
through classroom instructions. 

And, in Springfield, Mo., the 
city’s high schools are offering 
road experience right in the 
classroom—through the use of

watching filmed traffic situa- 
tions on a screen.

“In our family,” said Mrs. 
Josephine Gray of Denver, “if 
an adult wants to use the car, 
they have priority. Otherwise, 
it is whoever asks for it first.” 

Nat Kravitz, of Philadelphia, 
said he believes teen-agers 
“should be given the family car 
on special occasions or any 
other time when the reason is 
important enough for him to 
have it.” 

Mrs. L. A. Kesler, of Salt 
Lake City: “Once in a while 
it’s all right to have youngsters 
take the family car, but it 
should be as a reward for be- 
having and driving carefully.” 

Most youngsters feel they are 
entitled to the family car on a 
particular one or two nights of 
the week.

Pumpernickel ané a Fancy 
Fable 


Pittsburgh reader sends 
A along a clipping from one 

of the nation’s leading 
women’s “service” magazines 
concerning the origin of the 
word “pumpernickel.” Accord-. 
ing to the author of an un- 
signed article, this type of 
dark rye bread got its name 
from the fact that, when first 
made, it was popular with all 
the inhabitants of the German 
province of Westphalia except 
one French cavalry officer. He 
dubbed the bread “bon pour 
Nicolas” — Nicolas being the 
name of his horse. The impli- 
cation that the bread was fit 
only for horses was greeted 
with derision—so the story goes 
—but his description in the 
abbreviated form “pumpernick- 
el’ has lasted to this day. 


“This story I find hard to be- 
lieve,” writes my Pittsburgh 
correspondent. “I’m no expert 
on word origins, but this one 
seems very farfetched.” 

. + . 

“FARFETCHED” is a mild 
term for so fanciful a story. 
On the very face of it, the idea 
of Westphalian Germans paying 
much heed to the opinion of a 
French cavalry officer is ridicu- 
lous. Nor is there any reason to 
seek the origin of “pumper- 
nickel” in French words, since 
its elements are clearly of Ger- 
manic origin. In fact, the Ger- 
man word “pumpernickel,” with 
a somewhat different meaning, 
existed long before the bread 
was originated. 


Three centuries ago, you see, 
a pumpernickel was a dolt, a 
fool or a blockhead. The word 
was made up of “pumper”’—the 
sound made by a person falling 
—and “nickel,” a dwarf or gob- 
lin. Thus the original “pumper- 
nickel” was an object of deri- 
sion and the butt of the heavy- 
handed and occasionally savage 
humor of the period. 


Why the name was later ap- 
plied to loaves of dark rye 
bread is a matter for specula- 
tion. Possibly the characteris- 
tically round shape of the 
loaves reminded Westphalians 
of the expressionless moonface 
of the village half-wit, In any 
event, we may. be sure that no 
French cavalry officer with a 
horse named Nicolas had any- 
thing to do with the naming 
‘of this bread.
